excisions were made, the appropriate exempting subsections have 
been cited opposite the deletions. See Form 4-694a for an 
explanation of these exemptions. Exemption (b) ( 3 ) was cited to 
withhold information pursuant to the Immigration and Nationality 
Act, Title 8, United States Code, Section 1202(f). 

Due to the poor quality of a portion of the original 
documents contained in our file, some of the enclosed copies are 
extremely difficult to read. We regret that these are the best 
copies v/hxch esn bs obtsinsd. 


The subject of your request is also indexed in files 
relating to other individuals, organizations, activities, or 
general topics. These additional mentions or references have not 
been reviewed to determine if, in fact, they are identifiable 
with the subject of your request.

The action of the play takes place before 
the *Control Committee* idien the four agitators return to give an account of 
their vork ai*d eapeoially of the fact that they have been forced to kill a 
young Comouniet ossrado vhoao intontiona were good but vhoae death vaa deemed 
a neoassity by the four agitators since his activity threatened to endanger 
the Communlat movement aatong the Chinese.

Before he may go ae a guide for the four agitators, the Young 
Comrade obtaina permission to do so from his superior, the head of party 
headquarters at an outpost of the SoTlet Ihiion. This party heed . explains 
to the agitators and the Young Comrade that they will hate to erose the 
border into Ifukden in disguise and mill ha-ve to remain simply uidcnpwn 
uorkers *in the interest of Comiuhlsm? and ^In agreement with the omrard. 
snroh of the proletarian masses of all oountrles approTing world rerolution*. 


Vhen the four agitators and the Young Comrade went Into Jdikden, 
they instructed the Young Comrade to epread propaganda among the ooolies 
towing a rioe boat on the riT€»r. They speolfioally instruoted the Young 
Conrade not to be overoome by syn^athy for the ooolies, thus being implied 
to help them, tut rather, to merely etir them vp to demand better, oondltions 
of work. When the Young Comrade sees the aorry plight of the ooolies, he 
cannot restrain himself, however, from aesieting them, and he was immediately 
chased by the authorities, t ^ .• v

the four agitators explained that this aoilrlty on the part 
of the Young Comrade eh^langared all of thms, thereby endangering the aoTestsiit. 

In the next scene, the four agitators sxpXalMd that 
founded oells in industries and Instructed first functiooariee ns tof 
how to print forbidden literat\ire seorwtly^- When part of a textile factory ^ 
went out on strike and the remainder of workers oontinued nt . Jobs, 

ths four agitators instruoted the Young Comrade to go tb the factory gate ' 
and distribute pas^hlets. This, the ^tutg Conrade 4oe» with esult .that 
he becomes inTolved in a brawl in iriiloh’'n polioeman Was killed, vr . 

The four agitators consider this a mistake bebaitse the' Young- 
Comrade then had to flee instead of distributing pamphlets and the Polio# 
Force was strengtheded, fhe four agitators reasoned that the Young Cokrade ' 
should have simply continued his task of spreading propaganda instead of 
iovolTlng himself in a fight, the purpose of wfaioh was to rectify some small 
injustice. 
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pi the mxt tbm four agitators asplain that they 

teu^t the eorlcera to tranefoTM their fig^t tor hatter vages Into a tight V- 
for power* They taught them to use weapons and demonstratione* They 
attempted to use to their own purposes a quarrel whleb had arleen betwpea . . , . 
the British and the Ibinehurian authorities* It was hoped hy the four ^ - 

agititors that the Msnohurians would ana the workera in wdw to tight 
Wgikha Thay «aw therein an opportuuty far aha aurkara gain pSHmt ^ 

through force of arms* The Young Coiffade is Sent to a riah e^ploy^ to - 

encourage him In arming the ooolles* Since he eannot stand the e^loywr'e 
attitude, however, he leaves the latter's house before vinnlng his point,

a groat deal of \uirest in the city* the Xonng CtHarade idio was iaqpressed by 
this unrest told the four agitators that the time was ripe for revolution 
and that he intended to leave the people in a ravolt whieh would start 
with an attack on the City Ball* The Young Comrade e3q>lained that the 
leader of the unenployed group was a genuine socialist and that the uneo^loyed 


had accepted the teachings of the Cosnrunists.
